to be disposed of by a central 
selling agency. 
experience with central selling 
agencies is not such as to in: 
spire confidence, 

The Act, if it should come in- 
to effect throughout Canada, 
would carry with it vast<over- 
head administration expense, 


all of which would of necessitys 


come out of the farmers pocket 
It would make room for an- 
other army of parasitical non- 
producers taking toll out of 
exery bushel of wheat, every 
pound of beef or pork the farm- 
ers have to sell, 

Why the strong element. of 
compulsion in the bill? Why 
is the farmer not to be allowed 
some latitude in his own affairs 
It is simply an admission that 
the scheme cannot stand on its 
own feet, and that individual 
enterprise is to be destroyed as 
far as possible. Less 

All co-operative enterprises 
are fine in theory but the maj- 
ority are destroyed by lack of 
practical commonsense. To be 
successful any co-operative 
movement must demonstrate 
to the public its ability to serve 
either by more equitable and 
wider distribution or by en- 
hanced prices, If this is done 
compulsion will never be need- 
ed. People will flock to join 
the scheme. The poultry Pool 
is a splendid illustration. of vol- 
untary co-operative effort. 

The Act, if carried out to 
limit of its provisions will de- 
stroy individual initiative, and 
results in a regimented agri- 
culture, ‘closely: allied to that of 
Italy, Germany and Russia. 

Have the farmers of Canada 
reached that stage where they 
no longer resent being told 
what they shall grow, how 
much they may grow, how 
much they may sell, and to 
whe? 

It is too much of a leap in 
the dark for those who, by tra- 
dition and temperment. still 
desire scope for individual 
enterprise. 

The Marketing Act means 
well, there is no doubt, but it 
is too full of disasterous possi- 
bilities to enthuse the farmers

One of the traits which keeps humanity young and adds a zest to the 
mere act of living, is man’s capacity for wonder, his somewhat naive curi- 
osity in freaks, and his enthusiasm for the unusual or phenomenal in nature. 

It can scarcely be called a characteristic distinguishing homo sapiens | 
from the beasts of the field or fireside, for the domestic cat or dog (to 
mention species coming within the range of everyman’s experience) shows 
a strangely similar capacity when confronted with something strange in its 
immediate environment. By test of paw or teeth, it ascertains whether the 
new experience is good or bad; just as man will, by more complicated ex- 
periments it is true, attempt to rob the mysterious of its mystery. 

There is a reason, of course, for this outburst., 

Strange, eery aquatic monsters have been sighted in diverse corners 
of the globe. Reports concerning them have been considered of sufficient 
interest to warrant publication all over the world, A British Columbia 
lake provided the first thrill of the present series—a thrill which became 
familiar in everyone’s mouth under the euphonious title “Ogopogo”. The 
ocean, not to be outdone by a mere inland lake, immediately produced 
another of these strange denizens of remote waters, which, christened 
“Cadobrosaurus”’ to fix the credit of its habitat to Vancouver Island, quickly 
acquired a popular name. As “Cady” it attracted as much attention from 
reporters and the general public, during its brief occupancy of the spotlight, 
as have the Quebec quintuplets of more recent and certain origin. 

France next came to bat with a claim on behalf of its particular pet, 
seen as through a glass darkly, but acclaimed a monster, a freak, a lusus 
naturae, or a throwback. The world was agog with speculation as to what 
manner of things these visioned creatures were. 

The sea serpent of myth and anecdote never attained such repute as 
the new genera. The sea serpent was too easily explained. It was either 
a snake which had strayed from its forest lair to essay adventure on the 
briny deep, or it was the gnarled and twisted trunk of a fair sized sapling 
which ocean currents indued with similitude of life. 

This was less easily explained. Its discoverers, whether in British Col- 
umbia, France, Scotland, Brazil or elsewhere—all stressed the fact “Ogo- 
pogo”, “Cady” or what-have-you, was different! Scientists were interview- 
ed by representatives of the popular press and, in unguarded moments 
suggested it was a relic of pre-historic times hurtled across the ages, in 
some inexplicable way, into A.D. 1933 or 34. 

It is to be regretted that Scotland should have been visited by one of 
these unknowns, The hard-headed Scot, on occasions such as the annivers- 
ary of Burns, may indeed be.prone to vain imaginings and uncanny 
visions, but in his normal state, he is, essentially, ‘from Missouri’. 
Loch Lomond, which has induced many poems, caught the fashion. It pro- 
duced a freak seen from its “bonny banks’. But when Loch Ness sought 
to uphold the dignity of salt-water—that was too much for the practical 
race north of the Tweed. It (the Loch Ness monster) was photographed— 
and strange, indeed, it looked! A scientist subjected the picture to’ pierc- 
ing scrutiny—and the mystery was gone. It was, in his opinion, the photo- 
graph of the fluke of a killer-whale, too modern an animal, foresooth, to be 
acclaimed in competition with the million year throwbacks which imagina- 
tion had created. 

Until another wave of freak discoveries hit the pages of our newspapers, 
then, we must content ourselves with Alley Oop’s disnosaur as a constant

X-Ray Motion Pictares 


Newly Perfected Camera Shows 

Bones In Process Of Knitting 

Broken bones are now shown in the 
process of knitting by x-ray motion 
pictures which are made by a new 
camera perfected by Doctor Arthur 
C. Pillsbury, naturalist and  photo- 
grapher of the University of Cali- 
fornia. Doctor Pillsbury’s camera 
works on the same principle as the 
one used to photop-aph the unfold- 
ing of flowers, taking a _ series. of 
single pictures at intervals, of a 
movement imperceptible to the hu- 
man eye, and then runhing them off 
as motion pictures to show move- 
ments which may have taken several 
days, all encompassed in a few 
moments. The first motion picture 
made with the x-ray camera showed 
the growth in the interior of a rose. 
It took seventy-two hours to film, as 
only one picture at a time could be 
made in intermittent exposures. To 
avoid damaging the rose during the 
filming Doctor William D. Coolidge, 
inventor of the Coolidge tube, de- 
signed a special x-ray tube.

Deep secrecy veiled the experiment 
with the rocket which, invented by 
Gerhard Zucker, German expert, was 
said to be the forerunner of a ser- 
vice calculated to give Great Britain 
one-minute postal contact with 
France and three-minute contact 
with Ireland. 

The rocket will carry 1,200 letters,

Canadian Legion Holds Impressive 
Service At Portland, Oregon 

Flags representative of the United 
States, Great Britain and Canada, 
fluttering from a single flagpole, 
symbolized peace among English 
speaking nations at a memorial ser- 
vice of the British Columbia com- 
mand of the Canadian Legion. This 
service was the high point of the 
day’s Rose festival program at Port- 
land, Oregon.

Like an alchemist of old seeking 
a formula for transforming base 
metals into gold, a young red-head- 
ed Canadian, in a modern setting, is 
searching for a formula which will 
effectively control wheat exports and 
establish a minimum world wheat 
price system. 

Andrew Cairns, product of an Al- 
berta farm, University of Alberta 
graduate and wheat pool statistician 
in turn, has won distinction unique 
as chairman of an_ international 
wheat commission created to better 
the lot of farmers of five nations. 

Through his interpretation of com- 
plex wheat production problems, 
“Andy” has won appreciation and 
praise from United States and Euro- 
pean co-workers. Quiet-spoken, deli- 
berate in his thinking, this 35-year- 
old student from the Canadian 
prairies understands the language of 
the wheat rancher and has found his 
niche in directing the distribution of 
a world wheat supply under the Lon- 
don wheat agreement.

Australian Poet Honored 


Bust Placed In Poet’s Corner Of ' 
Westminster Abbey | 

Adam Lindsay Gordon, national 
poet of Australia, who has been hon- | 
ored by his bust being placed in the 
Poet’s Corner of Westminster Abbey, 
is the first British Dominions poet to 
be so commemorated, and the first 
poet so honored since Tennyson, be- 
side whom his bust stands. 

A memorial volume by Mayor 
Douglas Sladden, on whose petition 
the monument has been erected, has 
been published, giving the story of 
Gordon's eventful life, his one love 
affair, and his tragic death. 

Gordon sailed to Australia “in the 
wild old days” and “became succes- 
sively a mounted policeman, a horse- 
backer and trainer, a member of par- 
liament, and the most famous steeple- 
chase rider Australia has ever 
known.” 

He died by his own hand in 1870. 
Burdened with debts, and depressed 
by the news that he had .lost the 
case for the recovery of his ancestral 
lands (as head of the Gordons of 
Hallhead in Aberdeenshire) he went 
out into the scrub and shot himself— 
the day after he had published his 
last book of poems, “Bush Ballads 
and Galloping Rhymes.”

Will Not Be Exhibited 


Inventor Consents To Suppression 
Of Death Ray Machine 


An outstanding invention of the 
century, a death ray machine, will 
not be exhibited at the National In- 
ventors’ Congress at Omaha, Ne- 
braska, President A. G. Burns, Oak- 
land, Cal., told delegates. 

The invention has been suppressed 
by the United States government, 
with the consent of the inventor, 
Burns said. He said the machine, cap- 
able of killing birds in flight two 
blocks away, was perfected by Dr. 
Antonio Longoria, a Cleveland, Ohio, 
physician and electrical engineer. 

“I witnessed a demonstration of 
the machine, by invitation in Cleve- 
land last October,” Burns said. “It 
resembles a motion-picture projection 
machine in appearance. Several gov- 
ernment scientists were there. 

“Dr. Longoria turned the ray on 
rabbits, dogs and cats. They fell 
over, instantly killed, their blood 
turned to water. The same thing 
happened to pigeons, unloosed and al- 
lowed to fly quite a distance. They 
fluttered to the ground and were dead 
when picked up.” 

Because of its terrible death-deal- 
ing possibilities, Dr. Longoria, ac- 
cording to Burns, readily agreed with 
government representatives that the 
machine be suppressed.

The church has had a brilli- 
ant history, marked by perse- 
cutions, by wanderings, by col- 
onial development and pioneer- 
ing, and in modern times by 
evangelistic expansion «and 
staunch support of ideas that 
inspired its forefathers, 

The church was organized in 
1708 at Swartxenau, Germany. 
It was not of the pietistic group 
but had some things in common 
with that faith. Because of re- 
ligious persecution fostered by 
the opposition of the sect.to 
war and to compulsory military 
service, its members began to 
nigrate, first to Hollond, then 
England and subsequently to 
America where they settled col- 
onies in eastern Pennsylania. 

The high moral standards of 
the Brethren and the rigid dis- 


ciplinary methods were against 
a rapid growth of these people, 
dessite the fact that they were
